THH LOYSON CHURCH. 

Some years ago, Pére Hyactyrae, now 
known as. M. Loyson, left the Church of 
Rome and started a private Church of his 
own, based upén’ the glorious doctrine that 
it is the right and duty of. priests to marry 
fascinating “American widows. The new 
Church grew’slowly.* At first, the fact that 


M. Loysow, thd broken his. solemn vows | >%+¢ 


placed him ‘high in the estimation of violent 
Protestants,’ but.as it was.soon found that he 
did not.abuse the Pope, but made a point of 
speaking of hint in a sweet, sad, patronizing 
way, his violent: Protestant admirers deserted 
him, Sober Protestants prudently waited to 
see if 'M. Loyson’s cteed differed from that 
of the Roman Catholic Church except in the 


one article of matriage, and finding that it. 


did not, they declinéd’to adopt him as a sec- 
ond: Lurumr.., M.. Loyson thereupon re- 
moved to Geneva, where there were quite a 
number ‘of Old Catholics, and it was' gener- 
ally supposed that he intended to unite his 
private Church with the Church of which Dr. 
Dotimerr was. the. acknowledged leader, 
but it was soon evident. that the Old Catho- 
lics would: have nothing to do with him. . He 
managed to keep his Church in operation for 
some time, and quite 4 number of English 
and American tourists, when passing through 
Geneva, occasionally patronized his establish- 
ment, and came away greatly disgusted at his 
sermons on the sacred physiology of marriage, 
and his failure to renounce any of the errors 
of . Rome. except..the. rule. which forbids 
priests to marry. ‘ Thus.M. Lovson’s Church 
continued ‘to consist’ solely of himself and 
Mme. Loyson, and failed to obtain’ recogni- 
tion by any. body. of: Christians. 

Geneva having proved to bean unconge- 
nial soil, M. Loyson moved his Church back 
to Paris. ‘Here he madé a convert, M. Pau 
BrcnERy, who-became his curate. Encour-. 
aged by finding ‘that: his Church had thus: 
increased 88 pet centy in: numbers, M. Lor- 
som applied tothe Government for a share 
of the fund which the State provides for the 
support of the Roman Catholic and Protest- 
ant rites. . ‘The Goverhment. declined to give 
‘M. Loxson any money, on the ground that 
he was neither a Roman Catholic nor. 
Protestant, and that, if the State recognized ° 
the right of. every Frenchman and his wife 
| to set’ up’ a new Church, and to receive a 
share of the State’ fund, it would be setting
